Without flinch- 
ing he faced the amputation of his “ game” 
leg and possible death in order to spare the 
life of Miss Ethel Smith, 19 years old, a girl 
whom he had never seen before. 

He voluntarily offered his limb to the 
parents of Miss Smith that they might have 
the skin cut from it to put on their daugh- 
ter’s body. The girl was flayed by Masing 
gasoline when the engine to @ motorcycie on 
which she was riding as a passenger exploded 
several weeks ago. 

After he had recovered from the anesthetic 
he turned to the doctor with a faint smile. 

‘Say, Doc,” he whispered, is everything 
all right? Will it make her well?” 

‘She is sure to get well, Billy, my boy,” 
answered the doctor. So don't you worry. 
You just rest and forget about it.“ 

One more question, Doc,“ the youth 
looked appealingly. The—the—it's gone, 
is it?” 

The doctor nodded without speaking, 


Glad Leg Saved a Life, 

„Well, Doc, it was some good in the world, 
after all, wasn’t it? Never thought it was 
any use—just a curse. Paralyzed since I was 
4 months old. Never could play like other 
boys. Just Bad to drag that little old leg 
around everywhere. Gee! I'm glad. I'm 
glad I never screwed up the nerve to part 
with it before, Doc. It's a good thing, isn’t 
it? Kids kind of let me alone because I 
couldn't play Uke them, and I got so mad at 
that leg. But just think—it saved some- 
body’‘s life!’ 

After a night of rest and fasting, Rugh an- 
nounced that he was ready for the opera- 
tion. The girl also seemed anxious to have 
the ordeal over with. At 2 o'clock the oper- 
ating room was thrown open, the doctors 
donned their white, and all was ready.

toher, Rugh was laid on ons table, and 
opposite him the girl. Miss th turned 
her pale, emaciated face toward Rugh and 
smiled—that was all. She sald nothing. 
Rugh was modest, and he, too, smiled. Then 
he was given the anesthetic by Dr. J. A. 
Craig. 

Skin Transfer Quickly Performed. 

A few minutes later Miss Smith was also 
unconscious—given the anssthetic by Dr. 
F. W. Smith. There were two others de- 
sides Drs. Smith and Craig—Dr. I. J. Propper 
and Dr. Frank J. McMichael, both of Gary. 
At ten minutes of 4 o’clock 100 square 
inches of skin from Rugh's leg had been 
planted on the girl’s body and his leg am- 
putated. This latter task took but a few 
minutes, an@ each of the patients was 
wheeled away to recover from the effects of 
the ansesthetic.

Parade of 20,000 Strikers 
Broken Up After Fight of 
Knives and Clubs. 


ARRESTEDLEADER FREED 


Carlo Tresca Taken from Captors 
by Mob: Two Patrolmen 
Stabbed During: Fracas.

Lawrence, Mass., Sept. 0 — Police and 
paraders fought wiih knives and clubs today 
prior to a demonstration by members of the 


Industrial Workers of the World. 

Two officers were stabbed, a number of 
demonstrators were clubbed, and an Indus- 
trial Workers of the World leader captured 
after a hard fight and then freed. Only two 
arrests were made. One shot was fired from 
the ranks of the paraders. The clash was 
unexpecied. 

Carlo Tresca of Pittsburgh, Pa., an editor 
who is an organizer of the Industrial Work- 
ers, Was in custody, but gained his freedom 
a minute or two later. Onlookerssa:d Tresca 
Was rescued by comrades. Tresca, with a 
smile, said the police let him go. The police 
professed ignorance of the occurrence. 

More than 20,000 operatives Mee at the 
railroad station to welcome 700 members of 
the I. W. W. who had come from Boston to 
participate in a parade tothe graves of Anna 
Lopizzo and John Ramy, who were killed 
during the strike riots last January. 

The parade was informal and no applica- 
tion had been made for a permit. The squad

Police and Paraders Clash. 
When the head of the parade reached the 
line of Officers it halted and an argument 
began. The police notified the marchers

marchers in the rear pressed forward and 
the ill workers tried to pass the police. 
They struck right and left at the officers, 
who responded by swinging their clubs. 
Many paraders were knocked bleeding to the 
ground. In some instances the marchers 
robbed the officers of their clubs and began 
to beat the police. The latter were forced to 
retreat into Lawrence street. It was here 
that Tresca was seized by officers, who 
started with him towards the police station 
near by. 
‘Angered by the arrest of their leader, the 
crowd made a rush for the officers. 
police appeared to be fighting to hold the 
prisoner, but a moment or two later Tresca 
was at liberty. 


Knives Used in Fight. 

Policeman Thomas McCarty Was cut on the 
head with some blunt instrument and aiso 
received a slight stab wound behind the ear. 
Another policeman, whose name was with- 
held, received two slight stab wounds in the 
back. 

The widely heralded demonstration of the 
afternoun, the parade in honor of Anna Lo- 
pizzo and John Ramy, brought out about 
8,000 marchers. This p rade was orderly 


throughout. A drizzling rain drenched the 


: marchers, but did not dampen their ardor. 


The Ettor and Giovannitti defense com- 
mittee issued a statement tonight saying: 
“The Industrial Workers of the World 
charge the police with being the deliberate 
perpetrators of the cisturbance this noon.” 

A twenty-four hour strike tomorrow in 
sympathy with the Lawrence protest 
strike was voted unanimously tonight at a 
meeting of 1,000 shoe workers’in Lynn. 


Leaders’ Trial Begins Today. 

Salem, Mass.. Sept. 20.—Joseph J. Ettor, a 
former Pennsylvania iron worker, and Ar- 
turo Glovanitti, ed!tor of a New York Italian 
newspaper. who for eight months have been 
held without bail on charges of being acces- 
sories to the murder of Anna Lopizzo, a 
Lawrence mill striker, will face their ac- 
cusérs in the Essex county Superior court 
here tomorrow. 

At the same time Joseph Caruso, who is 
alleged to be one of the leaders of the Indus- 
trial Warkers of the World, influenced to do 
the actual killing, will be placed on trial.

All the six were killed as they slept in their 
beds.

Another Illinois Family Killed. 
Two weeks later, on the nignt ot Sunday, 
Oct. 1. William E Dawson, aged janitor of 
a church, his wife and thelr daughter were 
mu:dered in their beds with an ax at their 
home in Monmouth, III Their faces were 
mutilated brutally. The family had no known 
enemies. No theft was committed in the 
house 

The words, “Colorado Springs, Sept. 4.“ 
were scratched on a bloodstained electric 
flashli¢g.. found in an ashpit in the rear of 
the cottage. 

This theory became a certaintr. in the 
opinion of many, when a third similar 
butchery cestroyed the family of William 
Showman of Ellsworth. Kas It was noticed 
as an uncanny fact that this crime occurred 
on Sunday. Oct. 15, and that the interval 
between it and the Monmouth murders was. 
like that between the Colorado and Illinois 
crimes, precisely a fortnight. 

William Showman «a poor and obscure 
laborer, lived with his wife and three small 
children in an isolated cottage near a rall- 
road.

Have we not had vice commissions, com- 
mittees. sociologists, preachers. teachers of- 
ficials, judges, toying and playing with this 
subject, all with the view of regulating it and 
never with the view of abolishing it? They 
are pleased to ¢all it the social evil 

‘‘ When this office struck at the root of the 
evil and prosecuted and convicted a police 
official in charge of a vice district, did any- 
body notice an outburst of civie virtue or 
indignation? No. The same people that cry 
now for reform busied themselves in ham- 
pering the prosecution. and, failing in that. 
devoted themselves to securing a pardon of 
the convicted official. 


Points to Vice Report. 

The clty appointed a vice eommission. 
which mace a very cryptic report, locked the 
key to that report In a vault, and lost the 
combination thereof; they then settled back 
to walt for another wave of refcrm to af- 
ford the opportunity for the appointment of 
another vice commission, again to toy and 
play with a subject that is none too easy to 
handle. 

“ Everybody knows that those who have 
given this subject study and thought have 
agreed io the proposition of segregating the 
vice districts of Chicago.

Waldron Makes Reply. 

Less than half an hour after Mr. Wayman 
had issued his statement Attorney Waldron 

letated a reply, in which he reviewed his ex- 
perlences with the state’s attorney's office 
and the grand jvry and intimated that he 
might reveal the name of one of Wayman's 
assistants, who wanted him to drop his cru- 
sade for political reasons. 

M . Waldron asserts that on Sunday, Sept. 
15, W. D. Allen, manufacturer at 183 West 
Lake street. and Charles P. Whitney, an in- 
surance man, and he called on Foreman 
Warner of the grand jury and told him of 
the cases he had been trying to lay before 
the grand jury. and which Mr. Wayman 
had refused to present before that body. He 
sald that as a result all the witnesses in 
these cases were called before the grand jury 
the following Wednesday. 

“TI went to the office of Assistant State's 
Attorney Falrbank that same morning” 
sald Mr. Waldron. to remind him that no 
grand jury minutes had been made out for 
‘Dego Frank’ Lewis and Harry Cusick. 
Mr. Wayman came into Fairbank’s office, 
and the latter told him what I wanted. 


Tells of Talk with Wayman. 

Mr. Wayman turned on me and said: ‘If 
any minutes or papers are made cut in any 
of these cases they will be made out in my 
office, and you don't have to worry about it. 
All you have to do is to present evidence, if 
you have any.“ 

Mr. Waldron declares Fairbank then asked 
him who had been to see the foreman of the 
grand jury, and thet he had given the names 
of the men who callec oh Foreman Warner 
on Sunday. He asserts that Fairbank told 
him that visiting the foreman was enough 
to quash the indictmente. Mr. Waldron de- 
clares Mr. Wayman heard this conversation, 
but sald nothing about contempt of court or 
that the Indictments would be lnval dated. 

“TI have not given out all the facts and 
circumstances which reveal Mr. Wayman's 
attitude toward this inquiry,’ continued Mr. 
Waldron, but I wish row to ask Mr. Way- 
man if he wants me to reveal through the 
press the narne of one of his assistants who 
came to my office before the evidence was 
presented to the grand jury in these cases 
and asked me to lay off in those cases for 
purely political reasons?

cuse convention with the deppest interest, 
because I realize its critical importance to 
the party throughout the natioy,’’ the state- 
ment says, “and I have made my opinion 
with regard to it plain to every friend from 
New York who has done me the honor to con- 
sult me.

Bryan Thinks Roosevelt Ought to Use _. | 
Quotation Marks on Issues He ‘Borrowed.’

| Solomon says that the borrower is servant 
| unto the lender. If this applies to one who 
| borrows ideas, Mr. Roosevelt does not recog- 
' nize the obligation, for he has not only bar- 
‘rowed from the Democratic party as few 

public men have borrowed from an opposing 

party, but be has shown himself strangely 
ungrateful for the ideas taken. 

Of course it will not be contended that an 
idea can be patented—it is the only thing, 
in fact, that is not subject to monopoly. 
Even Mr. Perkins. with all his fondness for 
the trust, would not contend that a monopoly 
in ideas could be formed and made subject 
to regulation by a bureau appointed by the 
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president. 

Mr. Roosevelt, however, has won his pop- 
ularity by the advocacy of things previously 
advocated by the Democrats, and still he is 
all the while assalling the Democrats bit- 
terly, and has shown toward them a hostil- 
ity that is hard to explain. 

To show the extent of his borrowing, let 
me enumerate some of the things which he 
now advocates that were advocated by the 
Democrats at an earlier date. 


Rule of the People. 

Take ‘his paramount issue of the present 
campaign—namely: the rule of the people. 
The platform adopted by the Democratic 
national convention at Denver four years 
ago contained the following: ¥ 

Shall the people rule?’ is the overwhelm- 
ing issue Which manifests itself in all the 
questions now under discusion.”’ 

Here is the very phrase which he employs 
and it is not only declared to be an issue, but 
the overwhelming issue. 
by the candidates and by other speakers 
during the campaign, so that Mr. Roosevelt, 
then president, may be assumed to have had 
notice of it. 

He not only refused to admit then that it 
was the paramount issue, but he displayed 
extraordinary activity in urging upon the 
country Mr. Taft, whom he has since declared 
to be the agent of bosses and the enemy of 
popular government. 

It would seem that he ought to make some 
slight acknowledgment of his indebtedness 
to the Democratic party for suggesting this 
issue to him. At least he might put the 
issue in quotation marks. 


Direct Election of Senators. 

He is now advocating the direct election 
of senators, but if he ever expressed him- 
self in favor of this reform earlier then 
two years ago, the fact has escaped my 
observation, and I have not only watched 
carefully, but waite@ anxiously, for some 
favorable expression from him. 

The Democratic party began the fight for 
the popular election of senators twenty years 
ago this summer, when a Democratic house 
of representatives at Washington paseed, for 
the first time, a resolution submitting the 


It was dwelt upon 


necessary amendment. . Since that time a 
similar resolution has been parsed by the 
house in five other congresses—first in 1804 
by another Democratic house; then, after 
two congresses had elapsed, by three Re- 
publican houses; and last, by the present 
Democratic house. During the twenty 
years the reform has been indorsed in three 
Democratic platforms, the platforms of 
7000, 1904, and 1908, and it has been in- 
dorsed by the legislatures of nearly two- 
thirds of the states. * 

Mr. Roosevelt must have known of the 
effort which was being made by the people 
to secure the popular election of genators, 
and yet he took no part in the fight. 


Rejected Four Years Ago. 

During this time he was president for seven 
and one-half years, and it is quite certain 
that a ringing message from him would have 
brought victory to the people's cause, but 
no message came. Four years ago the con- 
vention which he controlled and which nomi- 
nated Mr. Taft rejected, by a vote of seven 
to one, a resolution indorsing this reform. 
Still Mr. Roosevelt did not say anything; 
neither rebuked the Republican convention 
nor indorsed the strong plank which was in- 
cluded in the Denver platform. , 

Even Mr. Taft went so far during the cam- 
paign of 1908 ag to say that personally he 
was inclined to favor the popular elegtion of 
senators by the people, but Mr. Roosevelt 
did not even indicate an intention in that di- 
rection... Now, when the reform is practically 
secured—the amendment being before the 
states for ratification—he declares himself in 
favor of it. . Would it not be fair for him to 
indicate in some way his appreciation of the 
long continued fight waged by the Democrats 
in behalf of this reform before he espoused it? 


" Fight for Income Tax. 


Mr. Roosevelt is in favor of an income tax. 
How long since? His first indorsement of it 
was during his second term, and then it was 
suggested as a means of limiting swollen for- 
tunes and not as a means of raising revenue. 
The Democratic party included an income 
tax provision in the Wilson law of 1894. 
When this provision was declared unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme court, by a majority 
of one, the Democratic party renewed the 
fight and has contended for the income tax 
in three national campaigns. 

In 1908 the Democratic platform demanded 
the submission, of an amendment specifically 
authorizing an income tax—the very amend- 
ment now before the states for ratification. 
Mr. Roosevelt's candidate, Mr. Taft, declared 
during the campaign that anamendment was 
not necessary, and Mr. Roosevelt never made 
any argument in favor of the amendment or 
in favor of the principle embodied in it. 

The amendment has now been ratified by 
thirty-four states, but, so far as I know, Mr. 


‘Roosevelt has never made a speech in favor 


of its ratification, nor, since the submission 


of the amendment, made a speech urging an 


ingome tax as a part of our fiscal system. It 
would not require any great stretch of gen- 
erosity on his part to credit the Democratic 
party with priority in the advocacy of this 
reform. 


Regulation of the Railways. 


Mr. Roosevelt is now an advocate of rall- 
road regulation. When did he commence? 
The Democratic party in its platforms of 
1896, 1900, and 1904 demanded an extension 
of the powers of the interstate commercs 
commission. Up to 1904 Mr. Roosevelt never 
discussed the subject of rallrosd regulation 
officially or in publle speech, so far as I have 
been able to find. Although nominated with- 
out opposition in the convention of 1904, his 
platform contained no promise of railroad 
regulation. 

By its attitude on the railroad question the 
Democratic party alienated the support of 
those railway officials who counted them- 
selves Democrats, and Mr. Roosevelt, both in 
1900, when he was a candidate for vice presi- 
dent, and in 1904, when he was a candidate for 
president, had the benefit of the support of 
those ex-Democrats. It was in 1904 that he 
wrote his famous letter to Mr. Harriman, and 
in the state of New York profited by the cam- 
paign fund that Mr Harriman raised. 

When, after 1904, Mr. Roosevelt took up the 
subject of railroad regulation, he found more 
hearty support among the Democrats jn the 
senate and house than among the Republic- 
ans, so he has reason to know that the Demo- 
cratic party has for a long time planted it- 
self boldly upon the people’s side on the sub- 
ject of railroad regulation. . 

Under the circumstances, we might expect 
some complimeritary reference to our party's 
attitude instead of anathemas. 


Campaign Fund Publicity. 

On the subject. of publicity as to campaign 
contributions; he has not only adopted the 
Democratic position but he has been com- 
pelled to turn a complete somersault in order 
to do so. In 1908 the Democratic platform 
demanded the publication, before election, of 
the names of individual contributors and the 
amounts contributed. 

Mr. Roosevelt at that time indorsed Mr. 
Taft's contention that the publication should 
be deferred until after the election, and even 
went so far as to give reasons for believing 
that it would be improper to make the pub- 
lication before the election. Two years later 
he declared in favor of publicity; before and 
after the election, landing on the Democratic 
side shortly before the law was enacted carry- 
ing out the Democratic platform on this sub- 
ject. Here, surely, he ought to praise the 
Democratic party for the pioneer work it has 
done in purifying politics.

In a study of typhoid fever in Jackson: 
ville, Fla., Terry proves that flies are largely 
responsible. In that city 25,000 of the 
population, 41 per cent of the whole, used 
surface closets, 8,500 in number. As the 
closets are widely scattered throughout the 
city, 75 per cent of the population live with- 
in three blocks of dry closets, Sixty per 
cent of Jacksonville's typhoid was amongst 
the 41 per cent of the people using dry 
closets. 

The 95 per cent enforcement of an or- 
dinance requiring that closets be properly fly 
screened was attended by a drop of 56 per 
cent, in the typhoid rate, the drop being es- 
pecially marked amongst the people who 


4-used dry closets,

Terry also investigated the possibility of 
keeping down the flies on a garbage dump by 
covering the waste with eight inches of sand. 
He inoculated bread with germs, allowed 
flies to blow it, and then buried it in the 
ground. The flies were crawling out of the 
ground in a week. Along in November, 
when the ground in Florida was getting cold, 
it took sixteen days for the eggs to\hatch 
and the flies to get to the top. F feet 
of ground was not enough to stop‘them. 
Stiles has previously found that six feet 
would not suffice: When the eggs hatched 
the young ate the germs on the bread.

SYDNEY.—I came to Australia to stud) 
political problems. If I seem to have wan- 
dered far afield in the discussion of theoret- 
ical and practical socialism in general it is

I considered it necessary, therefore, to get 
before us some idea of the aims of the so- 
clalistic movement.

Environment of the Australian.

Settled in 1788. 

Recently Australia celebrated its anntver- 
sary. On Jan. 26, 1788, Capt. Phillip read to 
the people whom he had brought with him the 
commission appointing him captain general 
and governor in chief in and over our ter- 
ritory called New South Wales“ That 
marked the birth of Australia as a British 
colony. 

Capt. Phillip did not discover Australa: 
that had been done many times and by many 
men during the preceding centuries. The 
Dutch had been especially active, but part 
of their work seems to have consisted in al- 
tering Portuguese maps and supplying new 
na mee for places which had alread: been 
discovered. But the Dutch may be said to 
have been the first in the fleld. Australia. 
however. was too far away, and the Dutch 
were busy with conquests in what seemed to 
them more fertile fields. 

It was not untill 1777 that the history of 
Australia was brought into definite political 
connection with western civilization. On 
Aug. 23 the famous explorer, Capt. Cook, took 
possession of the whole east coast in the name 
of his majesty King George III. Cook pro- 
claimed British sovereignty only over what 
is now the eastern part of New South Wales 
and Queensland. It remained for Capt. Phil-

Just what the fish kipper was, as com- 
pared with other herring, has been perplexing 
to me.

It was tender and good. Now I have been in- 
structed as to the difference between the bioat- 
er, the kipper, the herring, and the red herring, 
all of which, as they swim, belong to the one 
species, herring. 

The bloat... is a herring which is not split 
‘pen and cured, but is salted. It is one of the 
extravagances of the poor, for, though not ex- 
pensive, it costs more than most of their other 
food. The herrings of the market are neither 
salted nor cured, but they are a little salt be- 
cause, as they are caught, they are put in the 


hold of th boat and covered with a layer of 
salt, but no treatment is given them after they 
reach shore, The red or smoked herring is the 
same the world over. 

> 

The kipper is split open, salted, and cured, 
being hung ‘n great chimney over a curing 
fire. In one of my newest cook books, a late 
publication with the title The Bachelor Girl's 
Cookery Book” (simplified recipes for ama- 
teurs), there is the following: 

„ KIPPERS.—Time from five minutes. Cost, 
3 pence. Kippers three (for three people). Kip- 
pers may be toasted on a toasting fork in front 
of a clear fire, first one side and then the other. 
ey may also be grilled over the fire on a 
gridiron, slightly greasing the bars first. If 
preferred, they, can be placed in a frying pan 
with boiling water and boiled for about ten 
minutes. They can also be eaten uncooked, or 
flaked and made into sandwiches.” 

They can also be prepared in a yet different 
way—mine were—that is, boiling water may be 
poured over them for a few minutes, then 
poured off, and the kipper thoroughly drained.

Wild Grape Wine. 


UT the unstemmed grapes into an open 

crock and with a wooden potato masher 

crush them. Cover with thin muslin or 

cheesecloth and leave until fermentation 

ceases. Put into a fruit press, drain cff 
All the juice that exudes, strain ‘t. and pour 
Into a perfectly clean cask. Put in the bung 
and do not touch the cask for a month, then 
rack eff the wine carefully not to agitate it 
or meke it cloudy. Bottle, seal, and lan the 
bottles on their sides in a cool, dark place.

Tomato Preserves. 

Peel the ripe tomatoes and weigh them. To 
each pound of tomatoes allow a pound of sugar. 
Arrange sugar and vegetables in alternste layers 
and leave over night. In the morning drain off 
all the sirup that has exuded and boil for five 
minutes, skimming often. Lay the tomatoes in 
the boiling sirup and simmer gently for twenty 
minutes, then remove them and spread on plat- 
ters to cool. Boil the sirup steadily until thick. 
When thick enough add for every seven pounds 
of sugar that has been used the juice of three 
lemons. Pack the tomatoes in jars and fill each 
jar to overflowing with the soiling sirup, seal- 
ing immediately.—By request of Young Wife.

“This stand will differ from the others which 
have been built in that the space under the main 
floor of the stand will be utilized for seats, The 
front row of the box seats will be below the sur- 
face of the ground, so that spectators there will 
look up at the game. Then there will be a main 
floor and à balcony above those seats. 

„The plant will have every modern convenience 
tor the patrons of the game and will seat 80,000 
persons comfortably when completed.“

it all one of the most reliable men in the 
business. 

In some respects Devore is a shade better 
man, more dangerous on the bases. I believe, 
and in a long season perhaps a trifle below 
Lewis in the batting averages: 

Lewis, however, hits much harder, drives 
home more runs, and with the hitting power 
that is behind his bat scores runners even 
when he falls to hit safely. Devore will beat 
out more infield hits and reach first on errors 
more frequently than his rtval will. 


Gives Lewis Shade on Devore. 

In calculating the worth of the two men 
to their teams, using the basis of 100 as per- 
| tection and studying every department of the 
| work, I have rated Lewis at & and Devore 
at M. eo Close 4 margin that it scarcely 
counts in the value of the men in a short 
series.

Devore ie directly opposite him in hitting. 
He bats left handed. and from asem! crowh, 
pushing well toward left field. bunting clever- 
ly and occasionally pulling one hard over 
first or toward right field Odd as it may 
seem, I never have believed him as good a 
batter as hisaverages have shown. He rapped 
280 last season, and it puzzled me to dis- 
cover how he did it. for when he is hitting 
he doesn't seem a dangerous batter. 

This season it scemed to me he stood up 
to them and hit far pitching better than he 
did last season.

even an average flelder, and he made a lot. 
of mistakes. 
shown steady improvement. His hitting held 
the job for him while he was learning. 

Devore is not the greatest flelder tn the 
country, but his spryness and quick starting 
after fly balls helps a lot. He chases dalle 
with great speed and is valuable in holding. 
runners at second on hits against the con- 
crete wall behind him. 

Lewis, it seems to me, does not cover toward 
the foul une on ground bells as well as De- 
vore, and he ought to study the formation of. 
the front. af the Polo ground Stands to Bee 
how balls hit fair then crossing onto {foul 
ground, shoot around those walle Devore 
heads them off for two dase hits, while a 
stranger may let them go for three or even 
four bates. 

Lewis is one of the greatest throwers in 
the American league, possessing terrific 
power and great accuracy Devore throws 
fairly well, but lacks the speed and drive 


of his opponent. 


Hendriksen a Good Substitute. 

In case the managers shift men in left. 
Olaf Hendriksen, the little Dane, would re- 
place Lewis. He is one of the speediest men 
in baseball, a left handed batter, and a man 
who, according to the players, is bound to 
develop into a sensation
